miles of cable, with stock, at market 
value, amounting to £22,300,000, 
Few people are aware of the im- 
mense cost of cable-laying and 
maintenance, The last Atlantic 
cable cost £450,000, an average of 
£220 per mile, and repairs, in deep 
water, may cost anything from 
£20,000 to £80,000. The annual bill 
for repairs was stated by the Paci- 
fic Cable Committee to be £70,000 
for a span of 8,000 miles. The cable 
has many natural enemies to con- 
tend with. On the East and West 
coasts of Africa interruptions are 
frequently caused by the currents 
at the mouths of the large rivers: 
In the Pacific and West Indies 
much damage is done by sub- 
marine volcanic disturbances, while 
in shoal water the cables frequent- 
ly depreciate) rapidly from the

Of the sixteen cables across the 
Atlantic, four only are owned by 
British companies, though no less 
than twelve are landed in New- 
foundland. British companies have, 
in spite of many difficulties and 
discouragements, shown remark 
able enterprise in linking up the 
uttermost parts of the Empire, and 
it is a matter for regret that in so 
many cases the governments con- 
cerned have adopted such an un- 
sympathetic attitude. Communi- 
cation with India, vid Constantino- 
ple, was opened in 1865, but the 
route was found to be unsatisfac- 
tory, and five years later submarine 
communication was completed. In 
1871 the cable was continued to 
Australia, It was landed at Port 








,] Darwin on the extreme north, and 


this necessitated a 2,000-mile land- 
line across the continent, which 
was completed the following year, 
Hongkong was also telegraphically 
conuected in 1871, but it was nob 
until 1883-4 that the British com- 
pany gontinned its cable to Shang- 
hai. Shanghai had then already 
enjoyed cable communication with 
Europe vid Japan and Vladivostok 
for about twelve years, The route 
to Australia not being considered 
satisfactory, strategically, or other- 
wise, acable from Perth to South 
Africa was laid ia 1901 at a cost of 
£1,750,000, In the course of the 
next year the southern continent 
was connected with Cunada by a 
government cable, which at once 
entered into competition with the 
cable com mpany and nearly succeed. 
ed in rendering the South African 
route unworkable, 

‘The first cable to South Africa 
was laid vii Aden down the East 
coast, the company undertaking the 

task receiving an annual subsidy of 
£35,000 from the British Genes 
ment.

The Senior 
Club has already held its annual 
meeting, at which we note there 
were various poin's of interest 
brought forward, notably the 
question of the engagement of « 
rofessional, The Chairman in- 
rmed tha meeting that, though at 
the moment, nothing definite had 
been settled respecting this very 
desirable addition to the Club's 
attractions, the matter had not been 
shelved. There can be no two 
opinions respecting the advantage 
thad would accrue to Shanghai 
crickeb were a professional of the 
ight sort to imported, but 
‘is of the first importance both 
for.the Club and for the man 
himself that he shou'd be such a) 
one as would be able to impart 
instruction and at the same time} 
stand firmly against the tempta- 
tions that would infallibly fall to 
his lot in such a place as this. In 
the first ples he should be 
unquestionably a total abstainer: 
Shangbai is a thirsty place in 
summer, and to a newcomer, 
especially to one thrown into the 
companionship of so many young 
men under such drouthy conditions, 
the risk of going that easy road to 
perdition vid the bar would be 
more than ordinarily great. Then 
something would have to be found 
for the new man to do during the 
winter. Endless suggestions could 
be made to meet this difficulty, and 
the Committee ve doubtless 
before them various methods of| 
meeting the requirements. There 
seems to be no reason why a pro- 
fessional should not divide his time 
between the two main clubs, 

The Recreation Club ie, if any- 
thing, in ter need of skilled 
direction t! the S.C. C., many 
of whose members are old public 
school boys from home, where they 
had the advantage of trained 
superintendence frem their early 
daye. For the coming year, 
however, we hear there is promise 
of unusually good cricket on the 
































[junior ground. The Wallaces are 
‘till here, as ready as ever to defend 
a wicket or to take it. Turnbull, we 
hope, will be in his best form as 
one of the most useful all-round 
cricketers that Shanghai has kaowo 
for a round score of years, 
Guilfoyle is expected to be faster 
than ever, and Conelly no less 
tricky, When to these are added 
the two Veitches, the two Milners, 
Ollerd:ssen, and promising 
youngster or two, it will be seen 
that the senior club may have its 
work cub out in the three test 
matches wh'ch will in all probability 
be arranged. There is, therefore, 
promise of good cricket without 
going abroad for it. What the 
Eleven v. Twenty-two match on 

S.C. C. ground will produce in 
the shape of new blood remains to 
be seen. Th older players are so 
well known that it is unnecessary 
to refer further to them. They have 
always had the double advan'age 
over the S. R. C. of having more 
players to pick from, and for the 
reason before mentioned, a some- 
what better average of player. 

But the hope of the season is that 
some one or more of the interport 
matches which fell through last year 
may become certainties during 1906. 
If we were sure that Hongkong 
would come here, we might accept 
the proposal of the northernclub and 
send a team to Tientsin, or better 
still to Weibai to which Tientsin 
might come.

ib is possible that Peking might be 
able to add a man or two. So little 
has been heard kere of late years 
respecting the cricket strength of 
Japan that they too would be equal- 
ly dark horses if they came over. 

It occurs to us that there is one 
matter in which the senior club 
might well take a leaf out of the 
book of the junior, and that is in 
catering for the many old stagers 
whose love of cricket has outlived 
their lissomness. For such the S. 
B.C. provides ample amusement in 
the shape of lawn bowls, a game as 
good in its way and far more ancient 
than cricket. Why should not the 
S.C O.do the like? We are in- 
clined to think that a good- 
many of the “non-playing” mem- 
bers would appreciate such a new 
departure, and an additional fillip 
































would doubtless accrue from the 
inter-club matches which would be 
sure to follow, Ample spice, ample 
fands, and ample membership would 
eneure succcss. 





INDENTURED 
EMIGRATION. 


10th April, 

Tue bome mail of the 2nd of 
March brings us a report of the 
debate in the House of Lords upon 
the Transvaal and the Chinese 
Labour question, As in all debated 
questions, and esp2cially in those 
the seat of which lies far afield from 
the site of the debate, the exagger- 
ated s’atements of the speakers on 
opposite sides render it difficult, if 
not impossible, for lookers-on to 
arrive at a just conclusion. We 
residents in China are supposed to 
be in @ position to form an opinion, 
and correspondents of home papers 
residing in China have not hositated 
to express their views on the ques- 
tion, We know that the Chinese 
coolie is an efficient workman and 
tractable servant, We know that 
he emigrates to the Straits Settle- 
ments in ever increasing numbers 
and that whole districts in South 
China have been transmuted into 
compara'ive affluence by the wealth 
of returned emigrants. We are 
aware of the poverty that prevails 
in the congested districts in Chit 
north and south, which drives the 
Northerner ever further into the cold 
of Maneburia and Mongolia, and the 
Southerner to field-work under a 
tropical suo, such as the tropical- 
born themselves cannot be brought 
to face, Why then should we, who 
know the Chinese coolie in his 
poverty and in his work, not declare 
unreservedly that the opportunity 
of emigrating to the Transvaal, 
with ils temperate climate and 
high wages-rate, is a real boon which 
it would be cruel if no* criminal to 
decry? 

‘The ground of our consistent non- 
support of the project and of our 
objection to the form of the emigra- 
tion which has now placed no less 
than 60,000 Chinese in the Trans- 
‘ines, lies alone in the restric- 
imposed. The coolie is well 
paid with wages of a shilling to 
twenty pence a day; he travels to and 
fro in far greater comfort than does 
the average steerage passenger ioan 
emigrant steamer; he is well fed 
and housed wheu on the Rand; aud 
there would seem prima facie to bo 
no cause of complaint whatever, 
Yes numbers of the coolies are 
discontented; some, as we know, 
break loose from the compounds, 
facing starvation outside; and the 
reagon is that the compound system 

lees the men in the power of 






























ignorant white overseers, some of 
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whom are lower in the scale of 
civilisation than the despise coolie 
himself. 

We do not maintain that all the 
coolies are badly treated or that 
all the overseers are brutes; we 
simpy assert that the compound 
system affords opportunities for 
oppression which under a free 
labour system would be non- 
i Such is, for instance, the 
enforcement of piece-work 
by many compound managers who 
compel the coolies to drill a 
minimum of so many inches daily, 
whereby an unfortunate who drills, 
an inch less than the minimum 
gets no pay whatever. Absolute 
power necessarily breeds abuses, 
and this power is the curse of 
the compound system, The fact 
is the Transvaal colonists want 
Chinese \abour but are afraid of the 
Chinese. They fear them,—the 
smaller farmers and traders, as 
rivals in trade ; the rich employers, 
as workmen more independent 
then the Kaffirs; and so they have 
placed the Chinese miners in a 
condition,—if not of “slavery” as 
asserted by the election agents of 
the Liberal party av home—of re- 
stricted freedom, demoralising both 
to the men themselves and to the 
white overseers who have charge of 
them. No doubt it would be better 
for the colony were the mines to be 
worked by white miners exclusively 
as in Australia and the United 
Sates, but it has been shown 
conclusively that Europeans will 
not do manual labour alongside of 
Kaffirs and Hottentots and so, cs 
long as a majority of four-fifths 
of the population of the South- 
African colonies is black, black 
labour will necessarily be e:ployed 
to the exclusion of white in all in- 
ferior fositions. The Chinaman 
would be a valuable supplement, if 
nob counterpoise, to the Kaffir wore 
he admitted as a free man; he 
would provide cheap vegetables ns 
he does in Sydney and he could 
teach the natives how to cultivate 
the thirsty South-African veldt by 
irrigation and terracing. 
labourer he could resign if ill-treat- 
ed while those, always a certain 
proportion of immigrants, who can- 
not stand continuous hard labour 
would nob as now have to suffer 
severe punishment for physical 
weakness they cannot remedy. Such 
freedom the colonists, in their 
ignorant prejudice against the 
Yellow Race, are unwilling to grant 
and consequently they should not 
cry out when the Liberal Govern- 
ment now in power offers to re- 
patriate those Chinese who are dis- 
contented with their lot and desire 
to return home. 

There is no doubt that the pro- 
sperity of the Transvaal depends 
upon imported labour and that it 
would be a suicidal policy to discard 




















Chinese entirely, bub before we can 
honestly commend indentured 
emigration to our Chinese friends, 
we must be assured that, on this 
side, recruiting agents ship only 
men accustomed to hard manual 
labour and refuse to pass clerks 
and men of sedentary occupations; 
and that, on the Transvaal side, the 
Power of physical punishment, or 
other unjust oppression, does not 
rest in the hands of white over- 
seers practically irresponsible to 
all but their own employers. 





| THE ERUPTION OF 





VESUVIUS. 
* 1th April. 
Ir was only in last September 
that disastrous earthquakes in 


Calabria and Sicily drew the atten- 
tion and sympathy of the whole 
world to Italy, and now all eyes are 
turned again in the same direction 
in consequence of the awful out- 
break "ot Mount Vesuvius, The 
cabled accounts, necessarily brief, 
which have reached us have been 
sufficieutly graphic to enable us to 
realise, in some measure, the magni- 
ficence and the terror alike of the 
spectacle, but we have yet to await 
ils of the amount of destruction 
and misery caused and lives lost. 
Latest news would seem to indicate 
that the lence of the eruption 
has in some measure abated, but 
the experience of the somewhat 
frequent outbursts within the last 
two centuries is nob reassuring as 
to what may yet happen, ‘The 
King of Italy, with that rendy care 
for his people's welfare, which won all 
hearts when he passed through the 
stricken districts of the south last 
autumn, has hastened tu the scene 
of calamity, and his presence, as 
well as that of the Duke of Aosta, 
in command of the relief forces mili- 
tary and naval, will go far to encou- 
rage confidence among the terrified 
populace and prevent the possibili: 
ty of a general panio adding to the 
magnitude of the catastrophe itself, 
A yet greater impression will un- 
doubtedly be made by the heroism 
of Queen Helena, who with His 
Majesty, and more couragequs 
than the royal suite, has motored, 
through flying dust’ and cinders 
right up to the lava stream. and 
dispensed food to the suffering 
villagers, 

The great eruption of A. D. 79, 
when the three towns of Pompeii 
Herculaneum, and Stabea were de- 
stroed is such an outstanding event 
in the world’s history and has been 
recorded so unforgetubly in litera- 
ure that other disasters wrought 
by the famous mountain are, by 
comparison, little remembered. Yet 
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in the year 472 the eruption was so 
great that ashes were carried as far 
as Constantinople and caused alarm 
there; in 1538 the summit known 
as Monte Nuovo was forced up in 
two days to a height of 400 feet 
and with a circumference of 8,000 
feet ; and in December 1631 some 
18,000 men, women, and children 
lost their lives in the torrents of lava 
and boiling water which swept down 
upon the villages at its base, From 
1766 onward till 1822 there were 
eruptions more or less violent every 
few years, Sir William Hamilton, 
who was British Minister at Naples 
atthe time, has left on record a 
long and interesting de:cription of 
the great outbreak in 1779, when 
the mountain, after six months of 
more or lees preliminary warning, 
continued in great activity for five 
days, throwing up, first enormous 
volumes of white smoke, and then 
columns of fire which sometimes, 
rose to three times the height of the 
mountain itsclf. Fifteen years later, 
the greater part of the const town 
of Torre del Greco, whose inhabitants 
have again been driven from their 
homes on the present occasion, was 
overwhelmed, In 1822 in a single 
eruption Vesuvius lost about 800 
feet of its height, and although this 
has been nearly all restored be 
subsequent changes, the vast el‘ip- 
tical chasm, three miles in circum- 
ference and about 2,000 feet deep, 
which took the place of the former 
rough and rocky plain on the sum- 
mit has remained with little altera- 
tion until now. There was another 
remarkable outbreak in May, 1855, 
when eleven cones were in active 
operation rt once and the dis- 
charge was so great that the total 
falling-in of the mountain was 
dreaded. ‘Ihe village of Cercolo 
on the northern slope was destroy- 
ed at that time. For halfa century 
the volcano has remained gently in- 
nocuous and in 1880 the wire ‘rail- 
way, which has now been swept 
away, was built for the convenience 
of visitors to the crater, An obser= 
vatory had also been crected on the 
western slope and this has perished. 

The general appearance of the 
volcano with its twin summits of 
Somma and Vesnvius proper rising 
to a height of about 4,000 feet be- 
hind the bay of Naples, is'familiar to 
most of our readers. It may not be 
so generally kuown that the original 
height was probably twice as great, 
and that there is reason to believe 
that the upper half of the cone was 
blown away by n colossal eruption of 
which no historical record remains, 
No lava is known to have issued 
from the cone until the year 1066, 
and it was by ashes that Pompeii 
was buricd for J,700 years, while its 
sister in misfortune, Herculaneum, 
has remained practically smothered 
until the present time under the 
flowing mud which overwhelmed it,

view, un‘ upported as it is thus far 














by anything of a very tangible or 
definite nature. That France re- 
garda as within her sphere of 
influence the province of Yiinnan, 
contiguous as it is to her Indo- 
China possessions, is highly pro- 
bable, but that she has determined 
to take any definite and important 
step in the direction indicated by 
the Chinese Minister in Paris, is, 
we venture to think, extremely 
problematical. Nor is it any the 
more likely because of the satisfac- 
tory settlement of the Moroccin 
ditficulty, which relieves France of 
her natural anxiety in that direc- 
tion, and leaves her, it she so 
choose, to turn her attention to pas- 
tures new, Ten years ago in France 
the enthusiasm of color yn and 
expansion abroad was at its height; 
but could this be truthfully asserted 
at the present day? As Henry 
Norman says, “Such fevers have 
their rise and full.” Besides, we 
think that it would he generally 
conceded that jealousy of the in- 
lereasing power and prestige of 
England had something to do with 
the spasmodic efforts of Fratice at 
that time. Now, however, under 
the benign influence of the better 
understanding that has happily 
been brought about between France 
and England, it may be legitimately 
doubted whether any such feeling 
available to influence the Gover 
ment,or at leastthe people,of France, 

I. is beciu-e of these considera- 
tions as well as of others that might 
beadduced, that we hesitate to place 
much worth upon the statement of 
H. E. Liv. Rather would we con- 
clude that he, in common with so 
many of his countrymen, is affected
